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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
September 14, 2006 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Amendment filed September 14, 2006 has been entered.

4. Applicant's arguments filed September 14, 2006, have been fully considered but 
they are not found persuasive. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

5. Claims 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Second, the claims recite "AF508 mutant", which is indefinite. There is no 
structure associated with this term and there is no art accepted meaning of this term at 
the time the instant invention was filed. Furthermore, terms are relative because on 
scientific paper may call the mutant one name and another paper by another name. 
Page 6 of the specification does not define the term. Therefore, the metes and bounds 
of what is to be encompassed by this term are unclear and the claims are indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Moyer et 
al. in view of Cormack and Chou et al. 

The reason for the rejction has been set forth in the previous office action. 

Applicants argue that the references do not teach claim limitation of "AF508 
mutant human CFTR cDNA". However, as discussed in the above rejection for 35 1 12, 
the term is relative and is not clear what is the metes and bounds of the term. 
Furthermore, the previous action clearly sets forth that the CFTR-GFP nucleic acid 
meets the limitations of the claims that the CFTR is a "mutant" CFTR. The term "AF508 
mutant human CFTR cDNA coding region" is not defined by the specification nor the 
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claims and thus does not exclude the CFTR-GFP of Moyer et al. CFTR is manipulated 
to create the CFTR-GFP construct and thus meets the claim limitations.
